In this 
case a sheaf from the winning 
field must be sent to Toronto, 
_ each sheaf entered to contain 
not less than 1,000 stems and 
must be boxed and_ shipped 
_ C.0.D. by freight to the Super- 
intendent of Agricultural Pro- 
_ ducts, Exhibition Park, Toronto, 
not later than August 22nd. The 
kinds of grain which can be 
shown in this “sheaf exhibit” 
are wheat, oats, barley, and rye, 
_ and the prizes in each case are 
- $6, $5, $4, $3 and $2. The Provy-

Township six years ago, and there are 
six children. 

The funeral of Mrs. Jenkins was 
held yesterday, and was an immense 
one. The services were conducted by 
Rey. John Mahan of Arva, assisted 
by Rev. B. L. Hutton of London. 
Interment wes made at St. John’s. 

In the neighborhood of the tragedy 
there appears to be considerable ill- 
feeling towards Jenkins, though ap- 
parently with little real grounds. Jen- 
kins is about 55 years of age, and the 
deceased, who wes his second wife, 
wos 42. They have not always lived 
happily together, having been living 
separately for about a year. The 
farm is well tilled and is about seven 
miles from London, 

Various theories are advanced as 
to how the woman met death. When 
found she was laying in the middle 
Stall with her head in the passage 
leading to the box ste{l in which the 
stallion was kept. The most likely 
accidental theory is that the door of 
the box stall was left open or loose 
and that the -tallion broke out while 
the women was in the barn gathering 
eggs and knocking her down, crush- 
ed out her lifo. The left side of the 
skull was caved in and the scalp 
badly torn. There were also wow:ds 
on the leit eye and on the top and 
back of the head. The injuries were 
more than sufficient to cause death.

Dr. Wing died last night in St.

He had been shot in the back 
with a revolver.

The surrounding waters were 
crowded with steamers and craft of 
all kinds, which were thronged with 
spectators. The gaiety of the scene 
was greatly heightened by the per- 
mission given the officers to entertdin 
their friends, Every warship was 
dispensing hospitality with naval lay- 
ishness, and the preponderance of 
women in summer garments gave the 
quarter-decks the appearance of gar- 
den parties in miniature. 

Last night the Indomitable, the In- 
vincible and the Inflexible — three 
battleships of the Dreadnought class 
—sailed to meet the Russian Imperial 
yacht Standart and escort Emperor 
Nicholas and the Russian Imperial 
fumily to Cowes. This will be the 
first official visit of the Russian mon- 
arch to Great Britain. The coming 
of Emperor Nicholas to-day is regard- 
ed as sealing the triple entente be- 
tween Russia, France and Great Bn-' 
tain, and indicating that the period of 
estrangement and suspicion between 


Great Britain and Russia is now 
ended. 
Officially, the visit will be afloat, 


although it is expected that the Rus- 
sian monarch will land privately at 
Cowes Tuesday and pay visits. King 
Edward, Queen Alexandra and the 
Prince of Wales will sail at 10.45 on 
the Victoria and Albert, to meet the 
Russian Imperial party, who will 
board the King’s yacht for luncheon, 
and the subsequent review of the 
British fleet. 


Mexico Again Shaken. 

Mexico City, Aug. 2.—Mexico City 
was again severely shaken by an 
earthquake Saturday. A shock more 
severe than any yet experienced rock- 
ed the city for one minute and 40 
seconds at 12.43 p.m. 

No great damage was. done, though 
innumerable public and other build- 
ings were cracked. The national 
palrge suffered considerably. 

Reports from Governor Daminia 

Flores, of the State of Guerrera, de- 
clared that in Acapulco, the largest 
and strongest buildings were razed 
by the force of Saturday’s tremors, 
and there has been heavy property 
loss throughout that section. 
_ At Acapu%to the custom house with 
its warehouse, the military barracks 
and a number of other prominent 
buildings were absolutely destroyed, 
while the municipal palace suffered 
serious damage. 


Building Burns; Five Killed. 


St. Paul, Aug. 2.—An explosion of 
gasoline, followed Ly a destructive 
fire in a four-storey building on West 
Third street Saturday afternoon, is 
known to have caused the death of 
five persons and the injury of six 
others. The police believe that the 
bodies of four other persons are still 
in the ruins.

The explosion blew the building to 
fragments in an instant and set fire 
to and badly damaged the central po- 
lice station and another adjoining 
buygding.

Aviator McCurdy Has an Acci- 
dent in Landing. 


T WRECKED 


Acroplane at Petawawa Makes a Trial | 
Carrying Baldwin as Passenger and | 


Makes Successful Flights Up and 
Down the Field, But Strikes Knoll 
While Alighting—Principles of the 
Machine Are Proven a Success. 


Petawawa Camp, Aug. 3.—From the 
aviators’ standpoint, the future of the 
trials of the “Silver 
. Dart’? over Petawawa common, early 
yesterday was, the successful working 

of the new motor. 

The aerodrome attained the highest 
speed yet made in Canada — forty 
miles an hour or over—and carried for 
the first time an additional passenger. 


Four flights, or hops, were made, 
the first three being about half-mile 
each and the fourth about three-quar-

ters of a mile. 

Unfortunately, when making the 
fourth landing, the sun dazzled the 
aviators and the forward wheel of the 
aerodrome struck a knoll at an angle 
and the machine ricochetted and fell

on its side, wrecking the wings and 
The motor remained un- 
injured. The aviators received only 
a few scratches. 

The trials were held before sunrise. 
No wind was. ‘blowing and weather 
conditions were. perfect, J. D, Me- 
Curdy, with whom the “Silver Dart’ 
has always been associated, was in 
the front position, in charge of the 
controlling appuratus, and Casey 
Baldwin’ went along as a passenger. 

The propeller was started and, un- 
der. heavy pressure, the aerodrome 
moved swiftly forward. After travel- 
ing a short distance along the ground 
until proper speed had been acquired, 
a slight turn in the bow control was 
made and the ‘Silver Dart” graceful- 
ly slid into the air, moving at a uni-

’ The @érodrome made three suécess- 
ful flights up and down the field, 
northwest to a clump of jack’ pines 
and back again to the shed; main- 
taining perfect balance and - being: 
under control all the time. 

The surface of the field on which 
the trials took place is uneven. The 
ground is anything but level, and lit- 
tle rounded hummocks rise irregular- 
ly here and. there, leaving countless 
small depressions, separated by tiny 
ridges. One walking might notice 
these irregularities, but it would be 
difficult to do so when riding and on 
account of the thick scrub, almost im- 
possible when sailing through ‘the air. 

When the aviator is Seeking a land- 
ing, the idea is to light on a crest 
and slide gently down the slope, ,but 
if the air is bad and he strikes a 
knoll at a greater angle tha on the 
level, the shock is much worse. This 
is just what happened yesterday. On 
the fourth flight, McCurdy sought a 
landing about seventy yards from the 
shed, but owing to the sun, could 
not see the knoll. The machine was 
traveling eastward at an high speed 
and the forward wheel struck the 
ground heavily. The machine bounc- 
ed and fell on its side fifty yards fur- 
ther on, and about twenty yards from 
the shed a shapeless mass of splinters, 
twisted steel and torn silk. : 

The loss of the “Silver Dart’ is 
keenly felt by Baldwin and McCurdy. 
It was the first flying machine made 
in Canada and represented months of 
painstaking work at Baddeck, N.8., 
and from its hundred or more suc- 
cessful flights it had become an ob- 
ject of affection. But the purpose for 
which it was set up has been achiev- 
ed, and the principles are amplified 
in “New Baddeck No. 1.”" Work on 
this new machine has begun and the 
motor will be installed without delay. 
This will not ue long. Numerous 
changes in the “Dart”? made the as- 
penblier difficult, but the ““Baddeck 
already looks like a “drome,” and 
by Friday or Saturday next an aero- 
drome mightier than the ‘‘Silver Dart 
will be flying over Ottawa Valley, a 
fitting exponent of Canadian enter- 
prise,

The presence of the English For- 
eign Secretary, Sir Edward Grey, M. 
Iswolsky, the Russion Minister ot 
Foreign Affairs, and Count Von 
Benckendorff, the Russian ambassador 
to Great Britain, further emphasized 
the significance attactred in the diplo- 
matic world to this visit of the Rus- 
sian Emperor to England. 

The unusual welcome of yesterday 
"morming was arranged designedly for 
the double purpose of helping to 
strengthen the links in the chain bind- 
ing Great Britain, France and Russia 
in a triple entente, and to dissipate 
any ul-feeling engendered by the 
harsh denunciation of Emperor Nicho- 
las and his methods, so frequently 
vented by the members of the Labor 
party both in and out of Parliament 
since the coming of the Emperor was 
first announced. 

The function, however, was distinct- 
ly official in character and so strongly 
were the spectators entrenched behind 
the cordon of steel walls that there 
_was no chance for a popular deimon- 
stration either for or against Em- 
peror Nicholas. 

King Edward and Queen Alex*ndra 
went out on board the royal yacht 
Victoria. and Albert and met the Stan- 
dart outside of Spithead. King Ed- 
ward went over to the Standart and 
welcomed his guests, and then escort- 
ed them to the Victoria and Albert, 
where luncheon was served. After 
this repast the two sovereigns review- 
ed the assembled fleets from the Vic- 
toria and Albert. 

King Edward, Emperor Nicholas 
and the Prince of Wales and Admiral 
Sir John Fisher, chief naval aide to 
King Edward, and Reginald McKenna, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, and a 
number of lesser officers, were on the 
bridge of the Standart. 

At night the Russian Emperor and 
Empress dine with King Edward and 
Queen Alexandra and the members 
of the British royal household on 
board the Victoria and Albert. All 
the ships in the harbor were illum- 
inated last night. 

_The dinner was a brilliant fune- 
tion. The dining-room was beautiful- 
ni! decorated with red roses, and on 
the table was a magnificent display 
of gold plate. 

Besides the King end Queen and 
the Emperor and Empress, the guests 
were the Crown Prince and Crown 
Princess of Sweden, the Prince end 
Princess of Wales, the Duke and Du- 
chess of Connaught, Premier Asquith, 
Sir Edward Grey, Reginald McKenna 
ang M,. Iswolsky. 

he King then proposed a toast to 
the Russian monarch, declaring that 
the navy was only in the interests of 
peace. His Majesty also referred to 
his pleasure at receritly meeting a 
number of members of the Russian 
Douma, and made allusion to Em- 
peror Nicholas’ former visit to Eng- 
land. 

In responding, Emperor Nicholas 
said that the magnificent naval re- 
view he had witnessed bore full testi- 
mony to England’s greatness. His 
Majesty said he always would re- 
member the days he had spent with 
the beloved and venerated Queen Vic- 
toria. 

Czar Will Visit Turkey. 
Cherbourg, Aug. 3.—Foreign Minis- 
ter Iswolsky yesterday confirmed the 
reported intention of Emperor Nicho- 
las of going to Italy and Turkey, but 
said these visits would not occur un- 
til the fall. Emperor Nicholas will go 
to these countries direct from the 
Crimea. 

Repression In Russia. 
London, Aug. 3.—A letter protesting 
against the unrelaxed repression of 
liberty in Russia is published here 
It is addressed to Sir Edward Grey, 
the Secretary of Foreign Affairs, and 
asks whether it is impossible to bring 
friendly pressure upon the Russian 
Government to ameliorate the alleged 
conditions.

From Melilla comes the news of an- 
other Spanish convoy being ambush- 
ed and several of its officers being 
wounded before the troops succeeded 
in extricating themselves from the at- 
tack of the tribesmen.

The entire number of newspapers 
printed all over the world is some- 
where between 6,600 and 6,000, to 
which America contributes 1,500, Ger- 
many 900, and Great Britain 250. In 
Persia they have six periodicals, and 
Austria possesses news-sheets printed 
in no fewer than ten different lan- 
uages—German, Italian, French 
ungarian, Greek, Latin, Polish, Ser- 
vian, Slavic, and Hebrew to be pre- 
cise.

eables are: Shore end, two and 
three-quarter inches; intermediate, | 
one and three-quarter inches; deep 
sea, one inch.

A despatch from Madrid, Spain, 
gays: The revolution in Catalonia 
has reached a serious stage. There 
is much bloodshed, and artillery 
bas been employed in the streets 
of Barcelona to quell the outbreaks. 
The city is terror-stricken. The 
rovolutionists are reported to be 
fighting desperately behind barri- 
eades. The troops include mount- 
ed artillery and the defences of the 
rebels have been raked with shot. 

King Alfonso hastened back to 
Madrid from San Sebastian on 
Wednesday and issued a decree pro- 
claiming martial law and 
suspension of constitutional guar- 
antees throughout Spain. Orders 
have been given to the Governors 
of the provinces to crush the revo- 
lution at any cost, without hesita- 
tion and without pity. 

An exact estimate of the dead 
and wounded in the clashes be- 
tween the troops and rebels in 
Catalonia is impossible owing to 
the rigid censorship.

After lying at the bottom of the 
sea undisturbed for a century and 
a half one of the guns of H. M. 8S. 
Ramulies, which was wrecked near 
Boit Tail on the south coast of 
Deir England, nas been recover- 
ed. 

In March last the French steam 
trawler L’Aigle was wrecked in a 
gale close under Bolt Tail. Salv- 
age operations are at present in 
progress upon her, and this week, 
while engaged iu salving the boil- 
ers of L’Aigle, a diver of the saly- 
age steamer Malard discovered be- 
neath the supken trawler the re- 
mains of an old vessel. Investiga- 
tion proved these remains to be 
undoubtedly those of the Ramillies, 
whose loss with over 700 lives was 
one of the greatest disasters in time 
of peace in the annals of the Brit- 
ish navy. 


ONE OF THE GUNS. 


Carefully exploring the sea bot- 
tom in the vicinity the diver found 
scores of guns and hundreds of 
round shot partly embedded in 
sand and encrusted with rock and 
rust. It was decided to salve one 
of the guns, and this was successful- 
ly accomplished.

PASTURE FOR PIGS. _ 


The value of pasture for hogs is 
more generally recogaized now than 
it ever was, Of course its value per 
amore depends upon what kind of 
pasture it is. Clover pasture has 
been recognized longer as protit- 
able for this purpose than any other 
kind. But the coming into use 
more generally of alfalfa in some 
sections has made it a favorite for 
hog pasture at certain seasons. 
Rape is also greatly esteemed for 
hegs because it grows so rapidly, 
but it requires more grain feeding 
with it.

Tradition has it that one of 
the crew warned the captain that 
the ship was in Bigbury Bay, but 
was put in irons for what was re- 
garded as an act of insubordination.

GERMANY’S RAILWAY SYSTEM 
Its Cost Low and the Needs of the 
Country Well Served. 


Although the German railways, 
unlike the French system, were not 
conceived and built as a whole, and 
perhaps because of their lack of 
cohesion, which has enabled them 
tc avoid some of tho faults of a 
centralized system and secured to 
the unimportant towns the bene- 
fit of an efficient service, the Ger- 
man system is to-day very complete

Rushing © 
to the offices of an evening news- 
paper, he sold his information for 
a good round sum, and a few 
minutes later the cables were flash- 
ing the momentous intelligence to 
the furthest end of the earth. 

Sir Robert Anderson, the late 
chief of tne Criminal Investigation 
Department, has told how a similar 
indiseretion led to one of the most 

trusted of his secret agents amongst 
the Fenians being murdered, ‘Sit 
Robert had given his name to no 
one but Lord Mayo, and Lord Mayo 
assured him that he had mention 
it only to the Lord Lieutenant, 
when sitting alone with him after 
dinner at the Viceregal Lodge. 
But there happened to be a ser- 
vant behind the screen, and through 
him it was, as the Dublin police 
cortained, that the information 
which doomed the pine, to death 
reached the Fenian headquarters. 

‘After this experience Sir Robert 
told these sort of :verets to nobody. . 
He even refused to confide in suo 
cossive Secretaries of State, one, 
at all events, of whom strongly re- 
sented his reticence, « “But,” says 
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Sir Robert, in telling the story, 
no more of my secret agents wore 
assassinated.”

MILKING AN INDIAN COW. 


The Cow Is Treated as a Sacred 
Animal in India.

A striking feature of the morn- 
ing routine of an Indian compound, 
writes Mary Anable Chamberlain, 
is the method of extracting milk 
from the domestic cow. This ani- 
mal is, as is well known, 
sacred in India, and the attitude of 
the Hindu toward her is one of ex- 
treme tenderness and consideration ; 
a caste man is always her keeper. 

Although ever so sacred the cow 
makes no pretens to holiness in her 
conduct. -As her keeper moves for- 
ward she pulls back, straining every 
fiber of tne by no means invincible 
cord. He is a tallish man for a 
Hindu, erect in cariag, and in spite 
of the limitations of his costume, 
not undignified in bearing. She is 
a handsome beast, tall, stately, 
raw-boned, impressive, apt to be 
white, sure to be humped. 

A glance shows you that you are 
about to be treated for once to that 
unwonted spectacle in India of a 
male subdued by a female. The 
man’s—and a caste man’s, at that— 
demeanor is humble. The cow’s is 
defiant. He cossets her, coaxes 
her, indicates tactfully which way 
he would have her go.

There was 
no hotel, and we had to be met by 
the soldiers of our legation, and were 
quartered there during our stay. 

The city still has its walls, but the 
gates now stand open day and night, 
and an electric street car line runs 
through two of them and on out into 
the country. An electric light globe 
prevents the closing of the one which 
we entered, and another gate has 
proved too small to accommodate the 
traffic and has been cut out by the 
Japanese, wide roads being made 
through the walls on each side. The 
gate itself, which is a temple-like 
structure with a double roof of heavy 
tiles, has been faced with stone; and 
it is now proposed to put a commer- 
cial museum in the soldiers’ guard- 
room above it. In that old yate all 
the industries of the new Corea will 
be shown side by side with those of 
other nations, and the people will 
thus be taught the various methods of 
manufacture and sale. 


“All the Winners!” 

One gets so accustomed to accepting 
things as they come that very few of 
us, when we take up our favorite pa- 
per at the breakfast-table, think any- 
thing of the number of papers pub- 
lished. daily in the world, or of the 
many singular languages in which 
some of them are printed. The Im- 
perial Press Conference, which is now 
being held in London, calls to mind 
some remarkable newspaper facts. 

The entire number of newspapers 
printed all-over the world is some- 
where between 5,500 and 6,000, to 
which America contributes 1,500, Ger- 
many 900, and Great Britain 250. In 
Persia they have six periodicals, and 
Austria possesses news-sheets printed 
in no fewer than ten different lan- 
guages—German, Italian, French 
Hungarian, Greek, Latin, Polish, Ser- 
vian, Slavic, and Hebrew to be pre- 
cise. The “Escuimo Bulletin,” pub- 
lished in the Arctic circle, is an Alas- 
kan paper that appears once a year. 
It is very ‘“‘newsy.” 

China, despite its vast population, 
boasts only two dozen ‘‘dailies,” but 
among these is the oldest paper in 
the world, This is the “Tsing-Pao,” 
or “Pekin News,” which was started 
600 years before the Norman Con- 
quest, and is now more than 1,300 
years old. They are careful on the 
“Tsing-Pao.” In former days, an er- 
ror in printing was punished with) 
instant death.

CHINESE DWARFS, 


Who Seem Lower 
Than African Baboons. 


Humans In the 


Scale 


Pygmy human beings who live like 
animals and seem lower in the scale 
than African baboons wero discovered 
in the mountain solitudes of Northern 
China by Dr. W. E. Geil, an Ameri- 
can explorer, and writer, who has 
just returned to this country, The 
discovery was made in the course of a 
caravan journey along the entire ex- 
miles, and it confirmed the legend 
of hairy dwarfa—the kind of beings 
deacribed by Marco Polo and Baron 
Munchausen with damage to their re- 
putations for veracity. But the dwarfs 
exist, and ancient inscriptions on the 
Great Wall, deciphered for Dr, Geil 
by Chinese scholara, profess to éx- 
plain their origin. Back in 210 B.O. 
the Emperor Chin decided that his 
country needed protection from the 
fierce Tartar tribes on the west and 
north, and he ordered the building of 

horse shoe shaped barrier thous- 
ands of miles in length to inclose the 
empire from sea to sea. A work more 
monumental than the erection of all 
the Egyptians pyramids and temples 
was begun. Millions of Chinese toil- 
ed at the Great Wall, cutting and lay- 
ing granite blocka for the first courses 
and making brick for the superstruc- 
ture. The towers were built first, and 
they served as military blockhouses 
while the connecting walls wero put 
up. 
Kept at their job by strict compul- 
sion, the millions of laborers were in- 
aspired by the fear of an unusual pen- 
alty for error or rebellion. The work- 
man who made a mistake or listened 
to agitators was promptly incorporat- 
ed in the wall as so much building 
material. Burying alive proved to be 
food discipline with a majority of 
the laborers, obviating strikes and 
discontent, but some of them ran 
away to the remote forests on the Ti- 
betan border. They took their wives 
and children with them. So affected 
were they by their terrible experience 
that some of them went crazy, and 
the rest had such a hard fight for 
existence that they deteriorated physi- 
cally, transmitting dwarfishness to 
their present day descendants. The 
Chinese legend to this effect may not 
be entirely astray, since it is likely 
that deserters from the army of labor 
fled to the forests and that the hard- 
ships of a wild, isolated life should 
have had effect on them after many 


generations, The dwarfs have long 
nails, terrible faces and resemble 
apes. Dr. Geil belieyes that the 


Great Wall has never been entirely 
explored. in modern times previous to 
his expedition last year. He found a

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MO; WHATIS A “DREADNOUGHT?” 


Has Made all Other War Vessels 


Obsolete. 
n The vessel which has given her 
11} name to the modern type of heavily 


armed battleship was launched in 
1906, and all older types were at 
once regarded as, in a sense, obso- 
llete, Compared with the ships of 
the King Edward class, she carries 
ten 12-inch quick-firing guns, as 
against four of the samo calibre 
and four 9.2-inch. Hight of these 
can be brought to bear on a hostile 
vessel in one broadside, and six 
ahead or astern. She is thus able 
to pour such a constant stroam of 
armour-piercing shells upon an op- 
ponent as would probably sink or 
disable her in a very few minutes. 
Moreover, her guns have an effec- 
tive range of over twelve miles, 
The Dreadnought is fitted with 
turbine engines, giving her a speed 
of 21 knots, the King Edward class 
steaming 18% knots. The four 
cruiser-battleships of the Invincible 
class, however, have a speed of 25 
knots; and it will be remembered! 
that last August the Indomitable, 
with the Prince of Wales on board, 
actually equalled the record of the 
Mauretania by steaming from land 
to land (Belleisle to the Fastnets) | 
in sixty-seven hours, an average of 
25.13 knots per hour! The newer 
Dreadnoughts are to have a speed 
of 22 knots. 

The displacement of the largest 
vessel of this class, the Foudroy- 
ant (now building), is 20,000 tons, | 
as against the Dreadnought’s 17,- 
900 and the King kdward VII.’s 
16,500. 

As the advent of these monster 
battleships has rendered earlier 
types obsolescent, so the ‘‘mys- 
tery’’ ship Invincible and her sis- 
ters have consigned armored crui- 
sers of earlier date, such as the 
Minotaur (which was only built 
three years ago), to a metaphorical 
serap-heap! Ships of the Invin- 
cible class would probably, in time 
of war, be employed as ‘‘cruiser-|} 
tattleships,’’ for their speed would 
enable them to head off the ene-| 
my’s vessels and compel them to 
offer fight, whilst their weight of 
metal (eight 12-inch guns) would 
account for anything but a Dread- 
nought. 

It is at least a question whether, 
in the humid air of the North Sea, 
guns would often be effective at a 
twelve-miles’ range. At nine miles 
the so-called ‘‘second-class’’ battle- 
ships of the King Edward type 
would be able to use their 9.2 and 
6-inch guns, and possibly they 
would demonstrate to the world 
that they were very far from obso- 
lete. In foggy weather, too, the 
mightiest battleship might be sunk

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BREADLESS FOLK. 


In Some Parts of the World Bread 
is Seldom Seen, 


Baked loaves of bread are prac- 
tically unknown in many parts of 
scuth Austria and Italy as well as 
the agricultural districts of Rou- 
mania, says the Bakers’ Weekly. 
In the villages of the Obersteier- 
mark, not very many miles from 
Vienna, bread is seldom seen, the 
staple food of the people being 
sterz, a kind of porridge made from 
ground beech nuts, which is taken 
at breakfast with fresh or curdled 
milk, at dinner with broth or fried 
in lard, and with milk again at 
supper. This sterz is also known 
as heiden, and takes the place of 
bread not only in Steiermark but 
in Carynthia and in many parts of 
the Tyrol. 

In the north of Italy the peasan- 
try live chiefly on polenta, a por- 
ridge made of boiled maize. The 
polenta, however, is not allowed 
to granulate like Scotch porridge, 
or like the Austrian sterz, but. i8 
boiled into a solid pudding, which 
is cut and portioned out with a 
string. It is eaten cold as often 
as it is hot, and is in every sense 
the Italian peasant’s daily bread

A Promising Young Life 
Cut 


P. Walter O'Flynn Dies Suddenly at the 
Sanitarium at Gravenhurst. 


Mr. P, Walter O'Flynn, who was so 
favorable known in this village, died 
on Saturday evening, the 21st instant, 
atthe Cottage Sanitarium, Graven- 
hurst. 

He was born in this village in 1874 
and prepared for the University of 
Toronto at our High School. After 
graduating from the University he 
studied law and passed his examina- 
tions both as barrister and solicitor. 
He afterwards went to British 
Columbia, when he passed the neces- 
sary examinations, and was called to 
the bar of that province. He spent 
two years in British Columbia but 
was forced by ill-health to give up his 
practice and returned to Madoc.

Frontier life has a thrilling charm 

at makes its story irresistible to 
fhe average mind. There is in the 
heart of every mun and woman a 
secret yearning for primeval Na- 
ture, a whispered ‘‘call of the wild, 
an irrepressible desire for adyen- 
ture spiced with danger, and when 


the story of camp life is told, in- 
atinct asserts itself and claims an 
nity. The mining camp suggests 
the majestic grandeur of the moun- 
tains; the ranching camp, the wild 
liberty of the plains; the lumber 
camp, the beauty and the hidden 
secrets of the forest; the river-driv- 
ers’ camp, the thunder of the catar- 
act and the roar of the rapids. 
Moreover, these camps are so full 
of the element of danger, so re- 
mote from the quiet homes of civili- 
zation, that the lives of the men 
who labor in them suggest brave 
deeds, perilous tasks, hairbreadth 
escapes, wonderful adventures. 

In this article, the writer purposes 
to give a short account of the work 
done by the Reading Camp Associa- 
tion in the frontier camps of On- 
tario, Manitoba and caskatche- 
wan. 


WHAT STARTED THE WORK. for material and wages, hauled} 


Some eight or ten years ago Mr. 
Alfred Fitzpatrick, then a student 
at Queen’s University, Kingston, 

Ontario, found it necessary to make 
a personal search for a long-lost 
brother. Mr. Fitzpatrick traced his 
brother to the Pacific slope and 
there discovered that he was en- 
gaged in the lumber industry some- 
where in the Rockies. Month after 
month was spent visiting lumber 

towns and camps and at last the 
brother was found in a small town 
south of San Francisco. That 
search opened the eyes of the 
young student from Queen’s. Hoe 

- saw that thousands of intelligent 
men were forced by their occupa- 
tion to live many months at a time 
far removed from the moral and in- 


 ftellectual influences of civilization. 


_ Further, he perceived that, though 
_ these men were brave, generous 
and trust at heart, the total absence 
of any elevating and refining in- 

\ the unsupplied want of 
legitimate entertainment and means 
of intellectual development during 

_ the evening, the forced separation 
_ from the uplifting presence of loved 
_ ones, had smothered all the innate 
spiritual ambition in the souls of 

_ the men, had restricted their know- 
ledge of things outside of their 

_ daily life, had demoralized the 


and had made these camps hotbeds 
of vice and degradation, fruitful 
sources of profit to licensed hotels 
and houses of evil reputation. The 
revelations made such a profound 
impression upon the mind of the 
student that, during his search, he 
formed the resolve to devote his 
life to the work of improving the 
moral conditions of frontier labor- 
ers and bringiug spiritual and in- 
tellectual light into the darkness of 
ntier camps. 


SYSTEM OF EDUCATION. 


After completing his college 
course, Mr. kitzpatrick began his 
efforts towards estavushing a sys- 
tem of education in the lumber 
Camps of northern Ontario. His 
aim was to erect in each set of 
camps a building suitable for a 
reading camp, to supply the reading 
tents with newspapers, periodicals, 
and an assortment of the best 
books, and to place in charge of all 
the reading camps Christian stu 
dents who would labor with the 
men through the day and instruct 
them during the evening. The read- 
ing camps would provide a place 
where the men could spend the 
leisure hour in comfort and quiet- 
Bess and away from the offensive 
atmosphere and vile conversation 
of the main camp; the reading ma- 
terial would furnish means of pro- 
fit and entertainment for the long 
Winter evenings; the student would 
influence the men for good by per- 
sonal contact through the day and 
develop their minds by a course 
of instruction at night. The need 
of a clean, quiet and well-lighted 
room in which the mien could spend 
the evenings was evident from a 
knowledge of the cramped quarters 
and the filthy condition of the} 
Weeping camp; the necessity of 

Iving the men an opportunity for 
mrtruction in the elementary 
branches of education was suggest- 
ed by the fact that at least thirty 
per cent. of them could neither 
read nor write; and the absolute 
demand for healthy literature and 
Christian influence was manifest by 
the scenes of debauchery which 
took place when the camps broke 
up in the spring and the men 
poured into the frontier towns.

Nevertheless, Mr. Fitzpatrick per- 
sisted in his request even in the 
face of blasphemy and _ invective, 
and at last received the curt per- 
mission to ‘‘go ahead and build,’’

self. The foreman would not allow 
any of his men to put up the build- 
ing unless they were paid by Mr. 
Fitzpatrick, and he would not grant 
any of his stock of lumber to be 
used in the construction. Dis- 
couraged but not dismayed, Mr. 
Fitzpatrick went back to Sault Ste. 
Marie, begged and borrowed money

Swedes, Italians, 
j and Galicians attending evening 
classes in English: prospective 
farmers from the British Isles tak- 
ing lessons in geography and agri- 
culture; men of different languages 
and customs combining in sacred 
concerts directed by the students; 
surely these are indications of soc-

TRAVELLING LIBRARIES 


are circulated among the camps by 
the Department of Education and 
lumber companies are forced to 
build reading camps for che bene- 
fit of their men. Moreover, as a 
result of the efforts put forth for 
the benefit of the shantymen, the 
laws governing the sanitary ar- 
rangements of the camps are more 
rigidly enforced than formerly and 
every foreman is compelled to build 
a hospital in connection with his 
camp. The compulsory attendance 
of a doctor at least once a month 
to each gang has also been insti- 
tuted. 

Much of the success that has at- 
tended the work of the reading 
camps in the lumber woods has 
been due to the splendid service 
of many of the instructors placed 
in charge of them. Every instruc- 
tor sent out has been a college man 
and some have been University 
graduates; these fellows have 
worked right with the gang in the 
white pine forests throughout the | 
day, and at night done everything 
in their power to develop. moral, 
intellectual and social culture in a 
place where formerly gambling and 
dancing had been the only evening 
occupation, and filthy stories the 
only topic of conversation. The 
writer has seen reading camps full! 
of men and boys pouring over news- | 
papers and periodicals, eager class- 
es of young French habitants learn- 
ing to read and write English, big, 
strong, English-speaking axemen 
and teamsters sweating over their 
lesson in reading or arithmetic, 
and even an old man of seventy 
standing before the blackboard 
learning the alphabet, He has also 
known of boys sixteen or seventeen 
years of age who lived near the 
camp and far from school to be sent 
by their parents to work in the 
woods that they might ‘‘get a little 
schooling’”’ from the reading camp 
instructor.

LIONS AS BENEFACTORS.. 


Not the Worst Enemies of African 
Settlers, 


People who go to the Zoological 
Gardens and see the gentle ante- 
lope and the timid zebra will be 
surprised to learn that these two 


-pietty animals are far more feared 
, by the settler in the districts where 


they roam, such as British East 
Africa, than the lion, which looks 
so much more fearsome in the Zoo. 

The reason for this was explained 
recently by Mr. David Garrick 
Longworth, the famous African 
traveller, who also gave an inter- 
esting account of the recent ex- 
ploits of ex-President Roosevelt. 

“The slaughter of lions in East 
Africa,’ Mr. Longworth declared, 
‘9s a menace to the settler, for it 
is to the lion he looks for the de- 
struction of two of his worst ene- 
mies, the antelope and the zebra, 
which roam in herds over his crops 
and do incalculable damage. 

“The average lion requires at 
least two head of zebra or buck a 
week to live as a self-ndspecting 
lion ought to live. During the pre- 
sent season alone, however, the 
game ranger reports that 346 lions 
have been shot in the vicinity of 


| Nairobi, which naturally means an 


enormous increase in the numbers 
of antelope and zebra. 

“Various suggestions have been 
put forward for checking this. 
Next year’s game laws, for in- 
stance, are almost certain to de- 
mand that anyone desiring to shoot 
# lion shall first produce twenty 
zebra tails. 

“Ex-President Roosevelt has been 
very fortunate in the big game he 
has encountered in Uganda. In 
addition to the usual animals he 
has seen a herd of seventeen gir- 
affes—a very rare sight. 

“He told me on board ship that 
if he killed a single lion on his en- 
tire tour he would count himself 
well paid for his journey. He suc- 
ceeded in bagging three in the first 
five days of real hunting. He was 
as enthusiastic over the bag as a 
boy, and insisted on shaking hands 
with everybody he met, regardless 
of color. 

“There is one joy still awaiting 
ex-President Roosevelt, however, 
which will eclipse all he has yet 
experienced. That is lion-spearing

Convict Deported From England 
Sent Back from States. 


George Howard, a negro, 43 years 
old, was deported to Liverpool re- 
cently on the White Star liner 
Arabic, sailing from New York. 
During his stay at Ellis Island he 
was dubbed “the human shuttle of 
the high seas.’’ Unless the United 
| States and Great Britain come to 
| an agreement on Howard’s case he 
is likely to become another ‘‘man 
without a country.’’ ‘ 

Howard served a sentence in a 
British prison for burglary, and on 
being released, several weeks ago, 
declared that he was an American 
citizen. Under the laws of Great 
Britain he was therefore subject to 
deportation. He was sent by tho 
3ritish Government on tho Arabic, 
and on arrival at New York was 
taken to Ellis Island. 

Howard told tho officials at the 
island that he was born in the 
States, and had spent the first 20 
years of his life here, but ho was 
unable to back up his assertion 
with documentary or other proof. 
Ho was ordered deported, and, as 
the case stands, ho is likely to be 
returned again to the States on

Types of Bach Rapidly Changing in 
the British Navy. 


The day has gone by when tho 
torpedo can bo rogarded as an up 
reliable instrument of war of strict 
ly limited use. To-day the British | 
Navy is about to bo equipped with 
a torpedo which will carry a do- 
structive charge of upward of 200} 
pounds, and will possess an effec- 
tive range of over 7,000 yards, 
which it will be able to cover at} 
‘lan average speed of thirty-one 
knots. ay 

Such a weapon, says Cassier’6 
Magazine, is bound to influence bat- 
tle tactics owing to its range and 
the accuracy with which it runs. 
The new torpedo in association 
vith improved gunnery methods 
has already banished the familiar 
6 inch gun from the newer battle- 
ships and battleship cruisers. One 
of the urgent naval problems of 
to-day is how to employ the new 
tornedo to the best advantage. 

It is realized that it is necessary 
te build special vessels for its use; 
it is also realized that in view of 
the dangerous character of the 
service which will devolve upon 
these craft it is essential not only 
that the British fleet should pos- 
sess the best type of torpedo craft 
but that it should have these ves- 
sels in sufficient number to pro- 
vide a margin of safety in view of 
the inevitable casualties of war. 
The new destroyers _ differ 
from anything which has hitherto 
been seen in the British Navy. They 
are to have a displacement of from 
930 to 1,030 tons, with a speed of 
twenty-seven knots only; they will 
mount five 12 pounder. guns, and 
be fitted with two torpedo tubes. |

HOW “DREADNOUGHTS"” WILL 
DO THEIR PLIGHTING, 
First Guns Will be Fired Wheo the 
Enomy is Five or Six 
Miles OW. 


How our great Dreadnoughts 
should go into battle is all set down 
in black and white-in a little type 
written official dooument that 1s 
kept under lock and key on board 
every ship Much of it, naturally, 
is strictly confidential, and with 
that, of course, we have nothing 
to do here. All of it, however, 18 
not necessarily so—and that is our 
present story, says 
Bits.

Science has overthrown a good 
many fixed beliefs and popular no-| 
tions, and not infrequently it has, 
like high courts, reversed itself.

WHEN TO FIRE THE BIG GUNS 


This is how, for instance, 
Dreadnought and Bellerophon, our 
two newest ‘capital ships’’ of the 
reorganized ‘‘Home Fleet,” would 
begin in battle. First of all tho 
lig 12-inch guns would open a long- 
range fire, with the aid of the 
range-finders in the tops, at the 
outset taking the hull of the en- 
emy’s ship generally as their tar- 
get. The opening shots would go 
off when the enemy were from five 
to six miles off—from 8,000 yards 
to 10,000 yards. The shells would 
come hurtling down, at a steep 
angle of descent, on to the deck 
«i the ship aimed at, smashing 
through and carrying w idespread 
havoc into the interior of the hull, 
with their bursting charges of 
shattering lyddite. 

AIMING AT SEAMEN GUNNERS 

The guns can carry three times 


that range easily, and the range- 
finder would place the shots. As 


to the capabilities of our seamen) 


gunners in the matter of aiming 
two years ago the men of the bat- 
tleship Commonwealth, one of the 
Channel Fleet ships recently tnder 
Lord Charles Beresford, at target 
practice at 8,000 yards (nearly five 
miles), dropped shell after shell 
exactly on to the target, and the 
shots all fell within a space the 
size of a lawn-tennis court. In that 
case the canvas target was set up 
to represent the hull of an ordin- 
ary battleship, a rectangle some 
400 feet long, an average ship's 
length, by about 30 feet, the height 
of an ordinary ship out of the 
water.

about a foot off in front of the eye. 

As the combatants get nearer, 
the 12-inch guns should aim next, 
it is suggested, at a certain of the 
more prominent and readily-dis- 
tinguished features of the hostile 
ship, such as the turrets or bar- 
bettes and the conning-tower. Get- 
ting nearer still, they should trans- 
fer their aim and ‘‘get on’’ certain 
other parts, such as the bases of 
the funnels and of the masts. Get- 
ting closer still, the turret guns 
should concentrate their fire on the 
armored water-line of the enemy. 

At 8,000 yards one set of objects 
is aimed at, at 6,000 yards another, 
at 4,000 yards another, and so on, 
until the enemy’s ship comes with- 
in 3,000 yards, the limit when tor- 
pedoes come into uction and other 
conditions have to be allowed for. 
Tv the final stages, when between 
4,000 and 2,000 
should be at whatever parts of an 
enemy’s ship seem best at the mo- 
ment. It may be noted that inside
